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Foreword 


For a number of years considerable emphasis has been placed upon 
determining, scientifically, principles and standards for the construction 
of elementary and secondary school buildings. In 1928 the Bureau of 
Codperative Research became interested in the field of school building 
construction and, as a benefit to the student and as an aid to the improve- 
ment of school buildings, published the Bibliography of School Buildings, 
Grounds, and Equipment under the authorship of Henry Lester Smith 
and Leo M. Chamberlain (Vol. 4, No. 3, of the Bulletin of the School of 
Education, Indiana University). An additional bibliography, bearing the 
same title (Parts II and III) and covering the period from October, 1927, 
to April, 1932, was published recently by the Bureau of Codperative 
Research under the authorship of Henry Lester Smith and Forest Ruby 
Noffsinger (Vol. 9, Nos. 2 and 3, of the Bulletin of the School of Educa- 
tion, Indiana University). 

Evidences of improved construction and elimination of waste in the 
erection of school buildings on the elementary and secondary school level 
can be traced easily thru these bibliographies by comparing articles con- 
cerning the modern school buildings with those about school buildings 
erected a score of years ago. 

However, in higher education there are many examples in recently 
erected buildings of unsanitary, uneconomical, and unwise practices in 
the planning and construction of college and university buildings. The 
fault does not lie with the architect, for on the campuses of few Ameri- 
can colleges can there be found modern buildings which do not present a 
very pleasing and attractive architectural design. The fault lies rather 
with the college administrator who is responsible for the educational 
planning of the buildings. And yet, to what source can the college admin- 
istrator go to secure guiding principles and standards upon which to base 
his building planning? There is a considerable and growing body of 
literature on college and university buildings, but the busy college admin- 
istrator has little time to devote to the long and tedious task of searching 
thru the voluminous literature on the subject. The need is apparent, 
therefore, for a listing and classification of the literature on college and 
university buildings so that the administrator may readily locate the 
available references dealing with any phase of the physical plant. Such 
is the purpose of the bibliography presented in this volume. 

It is to be hoped that this bibliography is only the first step toward 
the improvement of college and university buildings. For, with the 
literature on the topic located and classified, the inadequacies of study 
in many phases of the subject will stand out as a challenge for further 
and more intensive study. In his study of college and university build- 
ings, it is hoped that the student will find this bibliography a valuable aid. 

It should be understood by the reader that this publication is in no 
sense presented as an exhaustive bibliography on the physical plant of 
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the college and university. The sources in this field are scattered and 
practically unlimited and are rapidly increasing as greater attention is 
being directed toward the administration of higher institutions of learn- 
ing. The long list of periodicals is evidence of the number and variety 
of sources investigated. It is possible that a number of very important 
sources have been overlooked—this condition exists primarily because the 
sources were not available in the libraries at which this work has been 
done. Every effort has been made, however, to make the list of references 
as complete as possible with the funds and facilities available. 

In any publication containing such a great amount of detail there are 
certain to be some errors in spite of all attempts at accuracy. The 
authors will greatly appreciate the codperation of those who use this 
bibliography in reporting whatever mistakes and inaccuracies are dis- 
covered. 

The authors are deeply indebted to all those who have assisted in the 
preparation of this bibliography. Especial mention should be made of 
the services rendered by the library staff at Indiana University; the 
reference librarians at the Indianapolis Public Library; Mr. Phineas L. 
Windsor, librarian at the University of Illinois; and Miss Fern DeBeck, 
librarian of the Ricker Memorial Library at the University of Illinois. 
To Miss Kathleen Dugdale, stenographer in charge of publications, and 
her able assistant, Miss Mary Carroll, should be given credit for much 
of the checking and editing of this publication.

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Introduction 


SCOPE OF THE BIBLIOGRAPHY 


1. More than 2,000 references containing information relating to the 
planning, construction, maintenance, operation, and equipment of college 
and university buildings are included in the bibliography. In some 
instances references are listed which include only illustrations of build- 
ings. These are listed in the hope that such illustrations may be 
suggestive of architectural design. 

2. Surveys dealing with buildings of higher institutions of learning 
are not included if they are listed in reference no. 30, Bibliography of 
School Surveys and of References on School Surveys, by Henry Lester 
Smith and Edgar Alvin O’Dell (Vol. 8, nos. 1 and 2, of the Bulletin of 
the School of Education, Indiana University). Other surveys of higher 
institutions of learning are listed in their proper position. 

3. Advertising material has been given a place when considered to 
be of general significance. 

4. In some cases references of a general nature are included altho 
they do not treat specifically of college and university buildings. These 
are included because the principles and standards presented are applicable 
to the construction of such buildings. 

5. Junior college buildings are included in a special section at the 
end of the bibliography. 


ORGANIZATION 


1. All references are listed under one of the thirteen general 
divisions of the bibliography. The decision as to the proper classification 
of a particular reference was in many cases difficult to make. In all 
such cases the reference has been originally listed under the topic receiv- 
ing the greatest emphasis in the reference, and has been given secondary 
reference in the cross-index of all other topics treated in the reference. 
The two exceptions to this procedure are as follows: 


a. All references dated previous to January 1, 1910, are listed under 
Division II, “Historical Development,” regardless of their content. 

b. All references concerning schools not in the United States are 
listed under Division XIII, “College and University Buildings in 
Foreign Countries.” 


2. All references are numbered consecutively thruout the bibliog- 
raphy without regard to the divisions of the bibliography. 

8. In so far as possible, duplication of references has been avoided. 
Each reference should appear once and once only. Any single number 
stands for one and the same reference thruout the bibliography. 

4. Wherever the same material or practically the same material 
has been found published in two or more periodicals, bulletins, or other 
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publications, the reference has been listed but once and notation has 
been made of the various publications in which it is found. 

5. References of a general nature are classified under one of the 
thirteen major divisions, and all others appear under the minor sub- 
divisions for which they seem to have the most significance. 

6. Where a series of articles has been found having the same or 
slightly different titles and written by the same author, the entire series 
is included under a single reference number. 

7. Within each division the references have been arranged alpha- 
betically according to author. Where the author is not indicated, the 
reference is assigned to the periodical in which it appears. Where more 
than one reference by the same author is found under any division, the 
references are arranged in chronological order. 

8. The minor divisions under Major Division IV are arranged in 
logical order. Those under Major Divisions VIII and IX are arranged in 
alphabetical order. 

9. At the close of each division a series of cross-index numbers is 
given. These numbers refer the reader to references on the same subject 
which are listed in other divisions of the bibliography. The cross-index 
aids the student in locating all the material pertaining to the subject 
under investigation. 

10. Bibliographical data for magazine articles appear in the follow- 
ing order: Author (or magazine), name of article, magazine, volume 
number, pages, month, day of month (if used), and year. 

11. Bibliographical data for books appear in the following order: 
Author, title of book, publisher, place of publication, date of publication. 
Where a section of a book is considered alone, the title of this section 
follows the name of the author and precedes the title of the book. 

12. Bulletins, reports, and like material have been made to conform 
as closely as possible to this system. Uniformity of style has been 
attempted thruout. 

13. At the close of the bibliography appears an alphabetical list 
of authors of all references listed. 

14. A list of colleges and universities mentioned in the references 
is presented, following the index of authors, so that the student may 
locate all the material concerning the buildings of any particular college. 

15. Abbreviations employed in the bibliography are explained in 
the following section of this bulletin. 

16. No topic index other than the Table of Contents has been 
included in the bulletin because the task of compiling such an index ade- 
quate for student use was not considered within the scope of the publica- 
tion. The annotation presents the best clue as to the content of each 
reference. 

17. Some topics of importance with respect to college and university 
buildings do not appear in the Table of Contents for the evident reason 
that there are no references on those topics.
